WEALTH HIDDEN BUT FOUND. 


Public Administrator of Alameda 

County Unearth: $3500 Planted 

Away by Miserly Elderly Woman.

OAKLAND, Nov. 9.—Hidden wealth 
amounting to $1425 in currency and 
about $2000 worth of jewelry was un- 
earthed by the public administrator at 
the home of the late Josephine Deiss, 
No. 2000 Twenty-first street. in the 
search of the premises made by his 
clerk for personal property that the 
decedent pogsessed to complete his in- 
ventory of the estate, which was filed 
today in the probate department of 
the Superior Court. 
One thousand dollars of the money 
and the jewelry were secreted in a 
mall cloth bag at the bottom of an 
old clothes chest that stood in one cor- 
ner of a large closet, while the bal- 
ance of the money was found in the 
mattress of the bed upon which Mrs.

It was evidently a great sur- 
prise to her to have the police unearth 
the evidenge in the Thorpe case, 
though she showed no emotion and 
did not break down. 


She was once arrested, the police 


say. with her daughter, Pearle Me- 
Donald, in connection with the death 
of Thorpe, but both were discharged 
at a preliminary hearing because of 
lack of evidence. 


Mrs. Quinn’s maiden name was Jane 


Taylor. She was born in Canada and 
was married to John McDonald in 
London on October 23, 1883. Me- 
Donald @ied September 23, 1901, and 
the verdict of the Coroner's jury was 
that he died of alcoholism. 


According to the county records, 


Mrs. Jane McDonald was married Oc- 
tober 28, 1901, to Warren Thorpe, a 
farmer, living sixteen miles from Jack- 
son, Mich. This was thirty-five days 
after the death of her first husband.

Wasteful Issues of Bonds 
Endanger Big City Plans 


Plans for park extensions, for the proposed 
harbor railroad, for harbor development, and 
for countless other needs in the expansion of ~ 
Los Angeles, are endangered by proposals for 
bond issues that can be avoided. This is so for 
the simple reason that the limit to the city’s 
bonding power is nearly reached. 
One of these proposed issues is of $5,500,000 
for building a plant to distribute electric 

power from the aqueduct. Even if this issue 

be voted, it is declared that the sum would fall 
far short of the purpose and that another issue, 
of perhaps equal size, would be required to 
complete the project. 

To vote this large sum for a distributing 

plant would seem unwise when there are other 

ways by which the city can control and operate 
such a system without incurring a heavy yearly, 
tax burden. 

By entering into an arrangement with the 

existing power companies the city can obtain 

control of their distributing systems, serve cur- 
rent to their many thousands of patrons, reg 
- ulate the rates to be charged for electricity, pay, 

a fair charge for the use of distributing sys- 

tems, and have left a goodly profit, thus pro- 

at once the rights of consumers, of tax 
payers, and of the owners of the present
